A ROUGH PASSAGE. 


“Weather. ° 


The Sai Chou had a rough 
passage on hor last trip. Sho is 
aamall wooden ves$el, 745 tona, 
owned by the Au Yung Sun Ting, 
and trades up and down the 
coast. Captain J. H. van den 
Berg is in command. 


Leaving Kin Hor at half-past 
four on Saturday, Sept, 30th, 
bonnd for Hongkong, with 900 
tons of alt .and a quantity of 
general cargo, within twenty-fout 
hours the ship was in the 
thick of a gale. A fresh 
breeze begen to spring up 
from the North-East about 
noon on Sanday, the day after 
the vessa) left port. The sea rose 
every hour and in the afternoon 
the Sai’ Chou was pitebing and 
tossing like a cork, with heavy 
teas sweeping fore and aft. The 
wind increased to a moderate gale 
snd at six o'clock on the Sunday 
evening the engineer reported that 
abe had sprung a leak. 

The Sai Chon has five pumps. 
twa circulatiog, two deck and a 
donkey pomp. These were start- 
ei, but they proved unable to keep 
the water down. Some of the 
butts of the hull had opened quite 
an inch and as the steamer 
pitched and tossed the butts 
could be seen opening and 
closing to the movement 
of the ship. The ressel was 
makiog water rapidly, io spite of 
the pumps, and at balf-past eleven 
on Sonday sight the second 
engineer reported that it was 
gaining. 

A strong breeze was Slowing 
and the gallant Httle ship was 
labouring and straining severely. 
Buffeted this way and that by the 
hage waves which she shipped 
lover her fore and after decks, the 
vessel was not doing more than 
about three and a half knots. 

The position was taken and 
found to be ist. 15.44 north, 
long. 109.53 east. The Captain 
decided to make for land. The 
three sails were settled and 
course was altered accordingly. 


Monday morsing, October 2od,, 
dawoed with water coming into 
the bunker tweendecks through 
the ship’s side. Forard it was 
possible to hear the water rushing 
in as the vessel rolled from side 
to side. The tweendecks were 
foll with cargo, bet it was 
too rough to take off the 
hatches. 


“At eight o'clock -on Monday 
morning the ship lay off Kulao. 
A course was set for Koalo Cham, 
in av andeavour to fetch ‘Tourane. 
All the time the water in the 
ship was increasing and the rough 
weatber . continued. The four 
boats were swung out and lower- 
ed level witb the deck. 

Keeping as eles? in as.possible, 
the: sbip proceeded along the 
coast, but at half-past- five in the 
aféerncon the engineer reported 
that it was impossible to go any 


pipes were choked.’ 


The anchor was dropped, about 
three buadred feet off the snd, in 
approximately lat. 15.49 north, 
long. 108.24 east. Orders were 
given to jettison the cargo of salt. 
AM available bands set to work 
with a will, meantime the engineer 
was cutting off the endy of the 
suction pipes and carrying on with 
thepumps. The lifeboats were in 
readiness should the ship take ab 
unexpected plange. on 

Jettisoning and pumping was 
continued uptil 2 sm. oo the 
Tuesday morning and the water in 
the ehip ‘began to decrease.

BANDITS NEAR PAKEQL 


Big Raid on a Village. 
, ~ Pakhol, Oct. 16. 
A Pakhoi correspondent writes 
us as follows -— 
The troops. occupying this 
territory, in moving about from 
place to place, have suffered some 
severe atbacks and the result of 
this is that numbers of wounded 
bare been brought into Pakhoi 
from time to time. 
J Yesterday morning, at daylight, 
bandits and pirates surrounded a 
village named Yik Me, which has 
a population wt one thousand 
inhabitants. This place is about 
three milea to the south-east of 
Pakboi ang hes about two miles 
from the coast. 
According to reports from the 
village people themselves, the 
place was surrounded by several 
hundreds of these marauders and 
they were guided in their move- 
ments by buglers. Resisiance of 
the villagers was out of the ques- 
tion, as thes were hopelessly 
outnumbered and they say they 
counted a fleet of 52 pirate junks 
at anchor near the shore, into 
which the plunder was carried, 
which included a large number 
ofcattle. The village chief and 
hig family were kidnapped. to- 
gether with some JS women and 
a number of small children. 
However, a sorting ont of tke 
poorer ones smongst the lot re. 
duced the number so.newhat, and 
these were allowed to return to 
their village again, together with 
a young woman those husband 
thes had shot when be clung to 
his wife when they dragged her 
away. inthis village three men 
| sere killed and one wounded. 
The village people estimate that 
the invaders numbered no less 
than fifteen hundred. Some of 
the village people appear to have 
been outside the village watching 
their crops, and these came into 
Pakhot and reportel to the 
military, bu: the commande? 
‘declined to send any assistance 
under the present circumstances. 
For the release of ‘the village 
chief and his family, $5,000, is 
tdemanded, and various sums for 
the others. : : 
After they had thoroughly 
ransacked this place. the bugles 
were sounded and the in- 


named Lung Tam on the coast 
sore two miles further east. 
According to the report of the 
people of this village’ there are 
some 3,000 iRhatitants there. As 
soon as they saw what was fO° 
ing to happen to thera, they set 
to work preparing a feast», for 
the robbers, in which there was 
a plentiful supply of roast pork, 
chicken, beef, rice and wines. 
This appears to have taken the 
robbers» by surprise aod they 
became very friendly and ex- 
plained that as their need® were 
very pressing they either had to 
do this kind of robbing or starve 
ac they were badly in need of 
l clothing for the coming winter. 
Most of them had joined up with 
Stn Yat-sen as soldiers but since 
the recent change of Government 
in Canton they had been cout 
gelled to return to their old job. 
that of robbers. What arrance- 
ment thay came to with this 
ivillage is unknown, but did not 
molest the paople.

The S. ‘African Disturbance. 


The findings of the Martial- 
{aw Commiss:on which has bean 
icquiring into the grave ontbraak 
which occarred st the South 
African mines some months ago 
do not reveal anything fresh, but 
they confirm the disquieting ap- 
prehensionsto which the situation 
gave rise. They make it clear 
that the strikers were relying 
upon the Nationalists, as the 
Dutch sdvocates of a republic 
call themselves, for armed aid. 
General Hertzoz and his 
followefs, however, were fishing 
in troubled wasera without in- 
tending tocommit themselves to 
soy overt act; hence the strikers 
were quite out in their reckoning, 
The net resuls was that the 
insurrection caused nothing but 
loss of life and property and 
exacerbation of feeling. Ag 
additional causes the Commiy- 
sion notes that the Communis: 
agitator bas spread his‘net to 
Soath Africa, and that Latour 
leaders have allowed their power 
to be usurped: but the most ser. 
vious feature was the existence 
among the workers of “Com- 
mandos" of armed forces. Such 
a state of things must be uscon- 
stitutions), asd there is cause for 
wonder concerning non-interven- 
tion by the authorities before an 
actual outbreak occurrec, since 
it is scarcely possible that the 
training and other preparation 
could have been conducted en- 
tirely in secrat. In regard to the 
chief point, however, the matter 
for surprise is that the workers 
failed to see that they were 
allowing the advocates of re. 
sublicanism to use them as a 
catspaw, 


Chinese Postal Charges. 


Among the important decisioas 
taken by the Washington Confer- 
ence was one to abolish foreign 
post-offices in China. thus giving 
full play to the Chinese Postal 
Service. The date fixed was 
January 1, 1923; Soloyally are the 
Powers abiding by this decision 
that not only are their post-offices 
out here closing down, but ap- 
parently some are preparing to 
anticipate the appointed date. It 
is consequently surprising to find 
that China. on her side, is already 

preparing to increase charges all 
rourd. In some points the addi- 
tions range upto as much as 400 
per cent. The only explanation 
offered consists of abstract 
allu-ions to the higher cost of 
transport and Jabour, ‘this plea 
bas an equivocal sound. Costs 
ros? heavily over an enormous 
portion of the globa as compared 
with pre-war standards. Now, 
three years after the Armistice, a 
very clear falling is perceptible 
in the West. Perhaps it is not 
the same here—costs appear stil! 
to be oa the upward side ; but the 
Chios Post Offce provides ‘ra 
adequate grounds for the large 
increass of rates, which can bard- 
ly fail to create an‘ uofavourable 
impression emong foreigaers, as 
it has already created grievances 
amongst the Chinese themselves.

FREE PORT -ZONES EN THE U.S. 
In reference to the foreign 
trade none provision in the U.S, 
Tariff Act, the secretary af the 
American Foreign Trada Council 
states: The Council believes 
that foreign trade zones are really 
needed by. this countrs to 
Stiroulate our exports, to build 
up & Uransshipmens trada for our 
merohant marine and to furnish 
a new tield for profitable enter- 
prise and occupation. The value 
of foreign trade zones has been 
amply damonstrated abroad. No 
salied odjection to such zones 
can be raised either by the ex- 
trame protectionist or by the 
believer in « tariff tor revance 
only. .Regardlesa of what tariff 
policy is followed, the crearion 
of foreign trade zonea ‘can in no 
way affect or violate the policy 
of our tariff makers. On tho 
other hand, foreign trade zonea 
offer to our commerce an added 
facility of proven value. The Na- © 
tional Foreign Trade Council bas 
for years urged the creation of 
foreign trade zones, and this pro- 
posal bas asch year been endorsed 
by the National Foreign Trade 
Convention, at which are repres- 
ented all Hces of industry in all 
parts of the United States. I 
trust that this constructive and 
non-partisan section of the Tariff 
Ac: will bave ¥Bole-hearted sup- 
port.” In commentiog further 
upon this matter, the secretary 
says: “These proposed foreign 
trade zones are most desirable. 
No matter what tariff policy is 
pursued and regardless of whether 


a high or low tariffisin operation, © 


foreign trade zones are aven more 
important from «a Republican, 
theory of protection than from the 
Democratic theorr of revenue, 
because the higher the rates im- 
posed upon products coming to 
this country to ba re-exported, 
the more need there is for a zone 
in which such goods cat 
be quickly transsbipped or 
reassembled without purdensome 
restrictions. We expect to 
have a permanent and growing 
forsign trade, but we cannot look 
forward to becoming s great world 
market untess we can provide the 


machinery for a great transbip- - 


ment trade. Suvha trade will be 
of special bene: *o our merchant . 
marina and to our coastal cities 
Tha existence of free zones will 
assist our ships in getting fall re- 
turn cargoes; tt will also aid our 
merchants to transac: their export 
business expeditiously srd will be 
of notable assistance in repacking, 
sorting, refining and mixing im- 
goods intended for re- 
export. Foreign trade zones will 
extend the facilities now foundin 
bonded warehouses and’ in the 
drawback system acd will make 
this system broader. easier and 
cheaper in operation. Foreign 
trade zones have been tried with 
conspicuous success in various 
foreign countries. They donot io 
any way victate our traditions or 
policies: It is clean-cut, non- 
political business proposition 
which should bave the support of 
both parties in Congress.”
